Lexington, Ky., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Kentucky will show up the largest demo- 
cratic majority in years in the coming

The disaffection in the bluegrass belt has 
been greatly exaggerated and a thorough 
canvass of the mountain sections where 
the republicans have for years been very 
strong is convincing proof of the uwsser- 
tion. 

Breahtitt county, situated at the termi- 
nus of the Lexington and Eastern raiiraod, 
is one of the largest of the mountain coun- 
ties.

When the Stay in New York Is Over

Yonkers, N. Y., August 17.—Mrs. Bryan, 
Mr. Sewall and the members of Mr. John 
Brisban Walker’s family had an early 
breakfast at the Walker residence at Ir- 
vington.

On the Stump He Asks Maxwell’s 
Pardon for Statements. 


RETRACTION DOES NOT PROVE SATISFACTORY

Columbia, 8. C., August 17.—(Special.)— 
There was no bloodshed at the camp meet- 
ing in Anderson today. 

During the morning the town authorities 
were anxious and the air was full of ru- 
mors. 

Governor Evans drove in the city at 10 
o'clock with Congressman Latimer. He 
did not go direct to a hotel where he was 
expected, but went to a bank and sent 
Latimer to Maxwell, the man he called a 
thief five weeks ago at Florence, asking 
him to see him at the bank. 

Maxwell declined to go, saying that the 
governor could call at his place of businéss 
and that his actions in the insurance mat- 
ter were clearly stated in the letter to 
General Earle, which that gentleman read 
at Florence. 

Governor Evans then went to his hotel 
and from there to the stand. As soon as 
he was introduced he began a statement of 
the ‘Maxwell incident. He said that at 
Florence he had stated that if Maxwell, 
after having been permitted by the insur- 
ance companies he represented 10 take 
dispensary insurance at 1% per cent had 
continued to charge 2 per cent, he had 
robbed the state of the difference, but he 
had been since assured (Magwell had not so 
acted, and he took this opportunity to 
apologize for any injustice he might have 
done him, 

Maxwell’s friends are not pleased with 
this apology. In the first place Governor 
Evans did not qualify his charge at Flor- 
ence. He said: 

‘‘Maxwell is a thief.” 

Again a letter from Maxwell, then in his 
possession, gave a full statement of the 
whole transaction.

MARY ABIGAIL DODGE IS DEAD. 


‘Gail Hamilton,” the Well-Known Au- 


thoress, Pagses Away. 

Wenham, Mass., August 17.—Mary Abi- 
gail Dodge (Gail Hamilton), died at 8:55 
o'clock tonight, without regaining con- 
Sciousness since she was stricken Sun- 
day morning. 

Miss Mary Abigail Dodge, who will always 
be best remembered by her nom de plume of 
Gail Hamilton, was essentially a New 
Englander by instinct aud association, as 
well as by birth. 

She was one of a coterie of brilliant Mas- 
Sachusetts literary women who left their 
impress upon the century in which they 
lived. 

A generally accepted impression that 
“Gail Hamilton” was a blood relative of the 
late James (i. Blaine is erroneous. She was 
a cousin of Mrs. Blaine’s. But for many 
years she was an intimate associate of 
the Blaine household, and often assisted 
the great Maine leader in his literary work, 
and in return sometimes received aid from 
him. | 

For some time previous to her long ill- 


ress in 189, Miss Dodge was engaged in | 


arranging the papers of the deceased 
Statesman, with a view of publishing a 
biography which would do hiin justice. 
Shortly after Mr. Blaine’s death she sent 
to the Washington office of the United- 
Associated presses a statement written in 
her own strong clear-cut, masculine hand, 


‘ declaring that she alone had the right to 


publish on authorized biography of James 
G. Blaine, and warning all others from as- 
suming to undertake that task. 

In the biographies of Miss Dodge furnish- 
ed to the encyclopedias it is stated that 
she was born in Hamilton, Mass., “about 
1830."" This would certainly justify the as- 
sumption that “Gail Hamilton” was at 
least sixty-five years of age when paralysis 
arrested her vigorous intellect and stopped 
her facile pen. 

Her published works number many vol- 
umes. She was also until lately a constant 
contributor to the newspaper press, espe- 
clally to The New York Tribune. She had 
vigorous convictions, which she expressed 
tm graceful, witty and forceful language.

WARRING ON WATER AND LIGHT | 


Gadsden Not Pleased with tne Price 
and Quality of Two Necessities. 
Gadsden, Ala., August 17.—(Special.)—At 
a recent meeting of the city council a depu- 
tation of influential citizens and business 
men appeared and demanded that the coun- 
cil take steps to reduce the rates one- 

half. 

It was claimed that the waterworks com- 
pany was violating its contract right along, 
as the water was not properly filtered, and 
alum was being extensively used. 

Colonel R. B. Kyle made a statement be- 
fore the board and asserted that the pres- 
ent rates were extortionate. Other property 
owners, including R. A. Mitchell, president 
of the Queen City bank, were in favor of 
throwing up the contract immediately. He 
stated that the city charter permitted the 
issuance of $100,000 bonds, but only $40, .w 
had been issued, and submitted 
showing that a new water system could be 
put in for $25,000. 

Mitchell, who is mayor, has been against 
the water company ever since he went into 
office. 

The papers of the town have been fighting 
the waterworks company for months, Some 
time ago one paper published an article de- 
nouncing the water, and stated that much 
alum was being used. Prominent members 
of the company denied that any alum had 
been used for months, and none was then 
on hand. Mitchell and several] others im- 
mediately went to the reservoir and found 
ten barrels there in the warehouse. Ever 
since then the question has been agitated, 
and the citizens now demand that they be 
given pure water and reduced rates. The 
waterworks company is stubborn, and it is 
not thought will yield. The franchise ex- 
pires January llth, and the company will 
be turned down on an application for a 
five-vear renewal. The plant originally cost 
$18,000, and the stock now amounts to $60,000, 
on which interest at 6 per cent is being 
paid by the city.

simple, economical, honest and efficient 
administration of the affairs of the nation, 
to the end that the prime object of govern- 
Ment, the liberty of the people, should be 
reserved with the least possible resulting 
urden and the greatest possible certainty. 

“With such a record and such a creed, 
the president, moreover, being a democrat, 
elected on a platform reaffirming the sound 
principles of Gemocracy, the democratic 
party was called upon to select delegates to 
@ national convention. 

Reject Majority Wisdom. 

“The delegates to ‘the convention held at 
Chicago were authorized and had the power 
to proclaim a platform embodying their 
views of the true solution of the particular 
problems of the government now agitating 
the nation, but upon the condition thai 
such platform should be consistent with 
the cardinal principles held by the party 
throughout !fts existence. These principles 
constitute the essential element of the 
party’s life. They distinguish it from all 
other political organizations. If they are 
abandoned, the party ceases to exist. I’ 
Was, therefore, not within the power of 
any majority of the delegates assembled at 
Chicago to bind the democrats of the 
United States to a platform inconsistent 
with the party’s principles, or to any action 
that should result in their surrender. 

“In violation of the trust committed to 
them, a majority of the delegates assem- 
bled in that convention, ignoring the rights 
of the minority, unseatéd regularly elected 
delegates to make places for others in 
sympathy with themselves. They proclaim- 
ed a sectional combination of the south 
and west aga'nst the north and east. 
They impeached the honesty and patriotism 
of President Cleveland, who, under excep- 
tional embarrassments, produced by past 
errors of legislation, has heroically main- 
tained the honor and integrity of the re- 
public. Against the protest of one-third 
of the delegates, they promulgated a plat- 
fo-m at variance with the essential princi- 
ples of the democratic party. 


: 
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“This platform is in its policies dangerous 
to the welfare and life of free government. 
It is mischievous in its tendencies, But 
even more threatening and mischevous was 
the spirit of the convention that adopted it, 
a spirit manifested not alone by its af- 
firmative action, but as well by its reckless 
rejection of every proposition tending to 
temper the declarations of the convention 
with conservatism and justice. 

Bimetallism Is Denounced. 

“The platform proposes to degrade the 


coin of the United States by means of the 


free, unlimited and independent coinage of 
silver by our government, and by the exer- 
cise of the power of the nation to compel 
the acceptance of depreciated coins at their 
nominal value, thereby working an injus- 
tice to creditors, defrauding the laborers of 
a large part of his earnings and savings, 
robbing pensioned soldiers of a paTt of their 
pensions, contracting the currency by the 
expulsion of gold coin from circulation, in- 
juring, if not destroying, trade 
and foreign commerce. : 

“While professing to advocate a policy 
of bimetallismr, it censures the present 
democratic administration for maintaining 
the parity of gold and silver. It proposes 
to reduce  cuis country to a condition of 
silver monometallism, with its vacillating 
and unreliable standard of values, and 
tends to bring the farmer, the wage- 
earner and the salaried man to the wretch- 
ed condition of the same classes in coun- 
tries in which the silver standard prevails, 
and where the rewards of agriculture and 
labor are lower than anywhere else in the 
world. 

“With what seems to be a deliberate 
attempt to mislead the people, it asserts 
that by the coinage act of 1873, the T nited 
States abandoned the use of silver as 
money and that gold has appreciated and 
commodities have fallen in price solely by 
reason of this legislation. It ignores the 
fact that the rrices of commodities have 
fallen because of the enlarged use of 
labor-saving machinery, increased produc- 
tion and resulting competition. It sup- 
presses the fact that a potent reason for 
the decline in the price of silver has been 
the discovery of new and cheaply-worked 
mines, resulting in an enormous increase 
in its production. Instead of recognizing 
these facts it appeals to the prejudice of 
the people. 

“Tt demands the free coinage of silver at 
the arbitrary and fictitious ratio of 16 to l, 
although the ratio, established in the 
world’s market is about 32 to 1, and al- 
though neither experience nor reason Wwar- 
rants the belief that the commercial ratio 
between the metals can be raised by the 
action of this government, to any ratio 
even approximating that proposed. 

“It threatens in certain contingencies to 
increase to an unlimited extent the vol- 
unre of legal tenders issued by the federal 
government, the ultimate effect of which 
would be to force the withdrawal of all 
coin from circulation and to compel! pub- 
lic and private business to be transacted 
in depreciated paper curreny, constantly 
fluctuating in value, and to invite the ruin 
and confusion that have always followed 
the adoption of such a policy. 

Old Cry of Panic Raised. 

“Its declarations invite, and have almost 
produced, a financial panic, and many of 
its proponents announce that to accomplish 
their purposes they are prepared te in- 
volve their country in a disaster com: 
parable to nothing in its history save the 
calamity of civil war. 

“It assails the independence of the iudici- 
ary by a covert threat to reorganize the 
courts whenever their decisions contravene 
the decrees of the party caucus. 

“It seeks to allure office seekers and 
spoilsmen te its support by attacking the 
existing civil service laws, which good men 
of all parties have labored so long to estab- 
lish, and to extend to all departments of 
the public service. 

“The Chicago convention*shaving thvs de- 
parted from the recognized democratic faith 
and promulgated doctrines new and strange 
to the democracy, all democrats are ab- 
solved from obligation to support its pro- 
gramme. ‘More than this, as the doctrines 
announced are destructive of netional honor 
and private obligation, and tend to create 
sectional and class distinctions and ens 
gender discord and strife among the people, 
all good citizens of the republic are bound 
to repudiate them and exert every lawful 


domestic 


means to insure the defeat of the candidates 


that represent these false doctrines. 
Draws Peculiar Distinctions. 

“Democrats are told that they must ac- 
cept the platform enunciated and the ticket 
nominated at Chicago because subinission 
to the will of the majority is a fundamental 
principle of democracy. 

“It is true that when a majority of the 
people have expressed their will at a legal 
election, the will of such majority must 
be respected and obeyed. This is essentia! 
to the peace and existence of the nation. 
But it is a monstrous perversion of ‘this 
doctrine to apply it to a political party 
which exists only by virtue of a common, 
voluntary assent to its principles. 

“When a democratic convention departs 
from the principles of the party, no demo- 
crat remains under any moral obligation 
to support its action, nor is there any tra- 
dition of the party that requires him so to 
do. On the contrary, it is evidence of mor- 
al weakness for any free man to vote to 
enforce policies: which, in his opinfon, are 
inimical to the welfare of the people or to 
sg nay hing * _ nation. 

“The duty of the hour is to stand s - 
fast in the defense of our ancient faith 
In this crisis there is at stake more than 
the possibility of temporary victory, The 
honor and perpetuity of ‘the democratic 
party are at stake. A political organiza- 
tion that is untrue to itself, its principles 
its history and traditions is disgraced and 
dishonored. The existence of our great 
historical party that has withstood the as- 
saults of every foe is threatened by Trea- 
son of the recreatfcy of many of its mem- 
bers, That this party, as we have known 
it, may not die, let the faithful of years 
rally round its historic banner, reform its 
broken lines, and, with abiding faith in 
the final triumph of its principles, unite 
to restore the name democrat to its for- 
mal meaning and proud distinction. 

‘To this end we request all democrat 
who are opposed to the platform adopted 
and candidates nominated at Chicage to 
organize in their several states and tc 
send representatives to the convention of 
the national democratic party to be held 
at Indianapolis on Wedresday September 
2, 1896,,in accordance with the ‘call hereto- 
fore issued by the national committee.

DR. MONK STIRS THE TOWN UP 


Sermon Creates a Sensation—Seab 
Wright’s Address—Judge Speer 
Issues Orders. 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)—A 
moral and temperance crusade is about 
to start in Macon. Closing up of vaude- 
ville shows, local option election and kin- 
dred nrovements areshe order of the day. 

Rev. Dr. Alonzo Monk, pastor of Mul- 
berry Street Methodist church, set the ball 
in motion last night by his sermon on 
“The Saloons of Macon and What They 
Propose.”” The doctor roasted the saloons 
and those who conductéd them. He scorch- 
ed the vaudeville and the proprietor who 
operates it in connection with his saloon. 
He* termed it a place of debauchery and 
sin. Dr. Monk said he was a democrat, 
but declared that prohibition was dearer 
to him than gold or silver or any other 
political principle. He said that prohi- 
bition is the paramount issue, 

As one result of Dr. Monk’s attack on 
the vaudeville Mayor Price sent a notice 
today to the proprietor of the vaudeville, 
and the proprietor promptly said he would 
comply with the order of the mayor, and 
the vaudeville will now be a thing of the 
past. The mayor's communication was as 
follows: 

“My attention having been called by a 
newspaper publication to the vaudeville 
feature of your place, to the effect that 
it has become a cause for complaint among 
our citizens, that’'the place used for such 
vaudeville entertainment is disorderly, and 
the nightly rendezvous of a low element, 
including improper characters, all of 
which being calculated to do harm in the 
community, you are hereby notified to 
abolish this part of your establishment, 
and thus remove all cause for complaint in 
that direction.”’ 

As another result of Dr. Monk's sermon 
certain prohibitionists today are agitating 
the question of petitioning the ordinary to 
order an electon under the local option 
law. If one-tenth of the qualified voters 
of Bibb county petition for such an elec- 
tion the ordinary must, under the law, 
order the election. 

Judge Speer’s Orders. 

Judge Speer has ordered two amendments 
to the rules of the United States court 
for the southern district of Georgia, which 
will be read with interest by all who prac- 
tice or have business in this court. 

It is ordered by the court that rule No. 
3, relative to attachments, be antrended so 
as to read as follows: 

“All laws which were in force in the 
state of Georgia on the Ist Gay of July, 
1896, in relation to attachments, are here- 
by adopted, and the proceedings ‘therein 
in this court shall be the same, as nearly 
as may be, as in the superior courts of 
this state.’’ 

It is ordered by the court that rule No. 
40, relative to garnishments, be amended 
so as to read as follows: 

“All laws which were in force in the 
state of Georgia on the Ist @ay of July, 
1896, in relation to garnishments, are here- 
by adopted, and the proceedings therein 
in this court shall be the same, as nearly 
as may be, as in the superior courts of 
this state.’’ 

Registration in Bibb. 

To date there have been 3,357 voters 
registered in Bibb county for the state 
election, as follows: 3,119 whites and 238 
blacks, Of the whites there are doubtless 
about 2,800 democrats, but how many of 
these are prohibition democrats and will 
vote for Seab Wright for governor is not 
known. Bibb has promised to give the 
State ticket 3,500 majority, and Chairman 
Clay has asked that the majority be nmrade 
4,000. If Bibb is to give a majority of 
3,500 the democrats of this county must 
begin to register lively for there remains 
only about thirty days more in which 
voters can register for the state election. 

Seab Wright’s Speech. 

As far as external signs go it seems 
that prohibitionists rather than populists 
have charge of the arrangements for Seab 
Wright to speak here on Thursday night. 

It is intended that a well-known pro- 
hibitionist shall introduce Mr. Wright. It 
has been decided that he shall speak on 
Thursday n‘ght in the open air at the 
Wadley monument on account of the in- 
tense heat, to which a crowded audience 
in a building would be subjected. Should 
the weather be rainy Thursday night Mr. 
Wright will speak in the superior court- 
room. Mr. Walter B, Hill will not be present 
at the speaking, as he has gone to Sara- 
toga, to attend the bar meeting of the 
national association.

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TWO AUGUSTIANS BADLY HURT.

PROTEST AGAINST MURDER 


Citizens of Key West Take Action in 
~ the Govin Case. 


ADOPT STRONG RESOLUTIONS 


Brutal Facts in the Case Are Clearly 
Set Forth. 


TELEGRAM SENT SECRETARY OLNEY AT ONCE 


Demand Isi Made That Spain Be Forced 
Into Instant Reparation of the 
Uncivilized and Unwarrant- 
ed Course Against the 
American. 


Key West, Fla., August 17.—Several hun- 
dred of the most prominent citizens of this 
city gathered in front of the city hall to- 
night in response to a call published in one 
of the local papers to.express their indig- 
nation at the barbarous manner in which 
young Charles Govin, of this city, was 
killed by Spanish soldiers, details of which 
reached this city last Saturday night. The 
mesting was addressed by Benjamin Mc- 
Clendon and several others and the 
speeches were enthusiastically received. 
The following was then adopted: 

We, the citizens 9f Key West, in mass 
meeting assembled, are again driven 
to the necessity of giving expression to 
our feelings of outrage at Spanish 
cruelty and oppression to American citi- 
zens on the island of Cuba. News 
naving reached us that one of our own 
fellow townsmen, Charles Govin, of 
American birth, who was visiting the 
island of Cuba as a correspondent of 
The Key West Equator-Democrat, bear- 
ing credentials from that paper under 
notorial seal, attesting his mission as 
a correspondent, has been foully mur- 
dered with no other charge against him 
than that he was an American citizen, 
we feel constrained to bring the matter 
to the atterition of our president and 
secretary of the United States and de- 
mand an immediate investigation and 
proper redress. 

Govin was:.an American and his father 
is prominent “fn American = politics, 
having represented the United States 
as consul to Leghorn, Italy. He was 
afterward postmaster at Jacksonville, 
Fla., and also collectoc of internal 
revenue. Young Govin was an Ameri- 
can by birth and sentiment. Authentic 
accounts state that Govin was captured 
in company with Cuban insurgents and 
made a prisoner of war; that while be- 
ing conveyed to prison the officer in 
charge learned he was an American 
citizen and was apprised of his Mmisi- 
ness. He made inquiries of Govin, who, 
when he dared to acknowledge his 
citizenship, was promptly and securely 
bound and literally hacked to pieces 
with machetes. The other prisoners, 
then in rebellion against Spain, while 
he was not, were taken to prison. 
American honor and pride call for re- 
dress and we, as citizens, believe we 
voice the sentiment of all Americans 
when we demand it. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we communicate these 
facts to the Hon. Richard Olney, secre- 
tary of state, and urge an investiga- 
tion without delay and ask that no 
time be lost in vindicating the honor of 
our nation’ in such a manner that the 
world will know that American life, 
liberty and property will be defended 
no matter in what country or clime it 
may be. 

The following dispatch was sent to Secre- 


tary Olney tonight: 

A mass meeting of 3,000 American 
citizens beg leave to call attention to 
the butchering in Cuba of Charles 
Govin, an American citizen, plying the 
peaceful vocation of a press correspon- 
dent. A full account of the atrocity is 
recited in The New York World and 
Herald of Sunday. As Americans we 
urge an immediate investigation and 
vigorous action, such as the atrocity 
demands. American citizenship has 
been outraged and our national honor 
insulted and civilization horrified by 
this crime. 

Tore Spanish Flag to Shreds. 

Gne of the speakers, of whom there were 
several, threw three flags, an American, a 
Cuban and’a Spanish, into the crowd. The 
first two were caught by the now thor- 
oughky aroused people and held aloft, 
while the Spanish flag was torn to threads 
and dragged in the dirt. 


OFFICER ORDERED TO SUICIDE. 


Weyler Commands a Young Lieuten- 
ant To Do Self-Murder. 


New York, Atigust 17.—A dispatch to The 
Recorder from Havana says that Captain 
General Weyler and Géneral Ochande were 
the principals in a sensational affair which 
occurred shortly before the latter sailed for 
Spain. It seems that General Ochando’s 
nephew, who was a lieutenant in the Span- 
ish army, was the cause of the trouble. 
There were ugly rumors in circulation re- 
flecting on the young Lieutenant. It was 
alleged that he was conducting a treason- 
able correspondence with Maximo Gomez, 
the insurgent chief. 

When Weyler heard of the rumors he 
summoned the young man to the palace and 
questioned him. Weyler was apparently 
Satisfied of the young man’s guilt and told 
him if he did not commit suicide within 
twenty-four hours he would be courtmar- 
tailed and shot. : 

The lieutenant left the palace, went to his 
room and in six hours was a corpse, hav- 
ing shot himself through the heart. 

Shortly afterwards General Ochando ar- 
rived in Havana and learned the true story 
of his nephew's death. Ochando was great- 
ly enraged and immediately went to the 
Palace to call Weyler to account. 

The meeting of the generals was sensa- 
tional. Ochando denounced Weyler in the 
bitterest terms, aliezging that the Leuten- 
ant was guiltless and had ween driven to 
his death. Ochando termed Weyler a mur- 
derer and butcher and challenged him to 
a duel. The men drew swords and would 
have fought in the palace but for the in- 
terference of other officials. Two days 
later General Ochando sailed for Spain. He 
is greatly enraged and says that he will 
ave the affair ovhlic when he reaches 
Spain and demand Weyler’s recall.

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CUBANS WHIP THE SPANIARDS. 


Troops Sustain a Heavy Loss and Re- 
treat To Save Annihilation. 
Havana, August 17.—The news that Gen- 
eral Roloff has landed an expedition at 
Las Piedras, coast of Moron, and that 
Garcia had captured the city of Holguin 

is true. 

A hundred Spanish soldiers, who were 
escorting a convoy from Canto to Caya- 
mus, Manzanillo, were surrounded by a 
superior force of insurgents, who attack- 
ed the Spaniards from all sides. The 
troops sustained heavy losses, much larger 
than the official figures, which are given 
as two officers and twenty-one privates 
killed. The bodies of the dead were left 
on the field, the troops being compelled 
to retreat to escape annihilation. The 
rebels are said to have lost thirty-six 
killed, including Chongo Rivero and othér 
leaders. 

A body of rebels attacked the town of 
Guira de Molena, in the southern part of 
the province of Havana, and captured it 
despite the desperate resistance on the 
part of the Spanish garrison. A number 
of stores and dwellings were looted and 
then burned, after which the rebels re- 
tired. No mention is made of losses on 
either side in the official report, -which 
credits the Spaniards with repulsing the 
rebels, though no explanation is given of 
the acknowledged fact that the rebels 
looted and burned stores.and dwellings in 
the heart of the town.

BROWN IS FOR BRYAN 


Georgian Speaks Eloquently for the 
Democratic Nominee. 


CARTER TATE HELPS ALONG 


Great Throng cf Voters Come To- 
gether at Alpharetta. 


VOTES ARE FREELY PLEDGED THE TICKET 


Victory for the Democratic Party Pre- 
dicted in November—Crowd 
Was Fnthusiastic. 


Alpharetta, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
Hon. George RM. Brown spoke to an enthusi-

Brown in conclusion, “we will have the 
consolation of knowing that we fell in a 
cause that is as sacred as the cause of 
freedom—the cause of humanity. Burke, 
when taunted that the whig party had been 
disgracefully beaten, replied: ‘Oh illustri- 
ous disgrace! Oh, victorious defeat! Let 
no man hear of us who shall not hear that 
in a contest against the intrigues of court 
and perfidious levity of the multitude, we 
fell in the cause of honor, in the cause of 
our country and in the cause of humanity 
itself: and if fortune shall be as powerful 
over fame as she has been prevalent over 
virtue, our conscience, at least, is beyond 
her jurisdiction.’ 

“But there is no danger of defeat. Han- 
na’s gold cannot buy the virtue of the pa- 
triotic American people. They had as well 
undertake to turn back the rolling tide of 
the Atlantic as to brook that overwhelming 
sentiment that demands a financial system 
that will put the debtor on an absolute 
equality with the credjtor; that puts labor 
on an equality with capital; that puts the 
poor man on an equality with the rich, 
This sentiment is rolling over the continent 
like a tidal wave, and is sweeping the 
country from ocean to ocean. The west, 
with her broad and fertile prairies of wav- 
ing corn and golden grain, has made com- 
mon cause with the snow-white fields of 
the south, and it is an alliance upon which 
the blessings of providence will rest. 

“Our splendid hero is marching at the 
head of the democratic hosts. He has 
mounted a chariot upon irresistible wheels 
and drawn by steeds of an immortal race, 
and like a conquering hero will lead the 
triumphant procession from the Platte to 
the Potomac. We see in his life. in his un- 
tarnished honor, in his conservative wis- 
dom, a guarantee for justice, for peace, 
for equality and the hopes of civilization. 
And America will feel surer of her glory 
and her satety when the mighty arm of 
William Jennings Bryan encircles her.”’

wack Woodsides’s Mother Locked Up 


Yesterday. 


BEGGED ALMS ON THE STREET 


Judge Calhoun Sent Her to Prison. 
The Woman Is Thought To 
Be Crazy. 


Mrs. L. J. Woodside, the mother of the 
incorrigible Mack, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon and locked in the station house 
on the charge of idling and loitering and 
soliciting alms on the streets. 

This is not the first time this little wo- 
man has been arrested on this charge, but 
this is her first conviction and incarcera- 
tion. She was tried in the police court yes- 
terday afternoon and sentenced to four 
days’ confinement in the city prison. 

Mrs. Woodside is an enigma to the police 
department. She is an inoffensive woman, 
and has the sympathy of the entire force. 
The officers regret sincerely to place her 
under arrest, but she constantly violates 
the law in soliciting alms on the streets, 
and it seems as if all the warnings and 
threats of imprisonment Judge Calhoun 
can give her are futile, and as soon as she 
is released she marches straight to her old 
corner by the Equitable and stands there 
all day long. 

This is one case which Judge Calhoun ad- 
mits his inability to handle. The woman 
has been up before him time and time 
again, and from pure, sympathy for her un- 
fortunate circumstances he has heretofore 
refused to fine her. Yesterday was the first 
departure he has made from this rule. 

Judge Calhoun is firmly convinced that 
Mrs. Woodside is mentally deranged, This 
belief. is concurred in by almost the entire 
police department. Her actions, both in 
court and out of court, give great color to 
this theory. When the delicate little wo- 
man is brought up for trial she never at- 
tempts to make any defepse. When the 
judge asks about her case she replies very 
demurely that she has nothing to say, and 
accepts her punishment, whatever it may 
be, without the slightest murmur. 

Punishment seems to be no preventive of 
her violating the law. No sooner is she re- 
leased than she walks straight to her old 
stand and begins raking in the shekels 
again. She does not appear to realize that 
she is doing wrong and seems to have no 
fears of confinement. 

Mrs. Woodside was seen in her cell last 
night, and she seemed very apprehensive 
about the safety of Mack. Her own pre- 
dicament seems never to have occurred to 
her. Chief Connolly issued an order later, 
however, allowing the little fellow to stay 
with her. 

“You know,” said she, “I am so uneasy 
about Mack that I can’t sleep. He won't 
stay at home when I am away, and I am 
afraid he will be killed, he is so reck- 
less. 

“Why do I stay on the streets? Well, it 
is simply my only means of support. I have 
tried to get work and have failed every 
time. Besides, if I had a position I could 
not hold it, for Mack requires my entire 
attention, and it would not do for me to 
stay away fromhim. I would be willing to 
take sewing at my room, but I have no 
machine and no money with which to buy 
one. 

Mrs. Woodside’s time expires in three 
days. Doubtless the very minute she is re- 
leased she will walk straight to the Equita- 
ble and resume her tedious vocation, 


COOLER DAYS IN SIGHT. 


Indications Are Favorable for a Con- 


siderable Fall in Temperature. 

The backbone of the hot wave has been 
broken in nearly every section of the 
country, so says the weather man. The 
south is the last to receive relief ,as it was 
the first to be stricken with the great 
heat. Indicatiohs are now favorable for 
cooler weather in the south, though yes- 
terday the mercury was above WW. 

During the past forty-eight hours there 
has been a decided change in the atmos- 
pheric conditions, especially in the west 
and northwest. 

An extensive area of high barometer has 
developed in the northwest and moved 
down the Missouri valley. It is central 
this morning in Iowa and Minnesota. Ac- 
companying this high is cloudy weather 
and considerably lower temperature. The 
high pressure in the south has decreased 
both in energy and extent, thus rendering 
the conditions more favorable for cooler 
and more pleasant weather over the coun- 
try east of the Mississippi than for sev- 
eral weeks. 

The high pressure will probably move 
eastward during the ensuing thirty-six 
hours, causing cooler weather in advance 
of its center. 

While Atlanta is a little too far to the 
south of its center to get the full effects 
the temperature here will be somewhat 
lower during the next two or three days. 

An extensive high pressure area covers 
the upper Missouri and Mississippi.valleys, 
attended by much ccoler Weather. 

The warm weather is pretty well broken, 
except in the southern’ states, western 
Kansas and northwestern Texas; in the 
latter section the hottest weather is re- 
ported for the day. Even in the southern 
states there has been an appreciable fall 
in temperature, and the indications are 
favorable for even a greater fall «iuring 
the next twenty-four hours. The barometer 
continues about normal in the cotton belt 
tonight, and with the exception of a small 
area in western Kansas, it is the lowest 
in any section. Light rains have occurred 


.on the Atlantic coast, in the Missouri val- 


ley and at scattered stations in the cotton 
belt. Cloudy weather prevails in the north- 
west and gulf states, with rain falling at 
Vicksburg, and clear elsewhere.

He showed beyond all question that 
the double standard was in full force 
in France up to 1874, and that for 
seventy years the open French 
had kept ‘the two money metals at par 
at a ratio of 15% to 1.’ What caused the 


apparent fall in silver in 1872 was the 


a % beginning of the closure of the French 


‘mint. 


That closure began in Septem- 
ber, 1873, and was intended, as M. 
Sudre, of the French mint, says, to 
arrest the inflow of silver from Ger- 
many, where that metal had been de- 
‘monetized. This demonetization was 
‘the result of two considerations: (1) 
The desire of the German government 
to cripple the French financiers. and (2) 
the anxiety of the Rothschild eombina- 
_tion to make gold the sole money of final 
payment. In 18783 an ounce of silver 
‘was worth in this country $1.33, 
‘BShowing that no fall in the price 
below the ratio established in France 
had taken place. 

But in September, 1872, the due date 
of the French mint vouchers was post- 
poned, increasing the deduction for dis- 
count and decreasing the amount of 
‘cash obtainable for the kilogramme of 
‘Bilver. Until that date the French mint 
coined silver for all comers, giving a 
certificate, or voucher, for 200 francs per 
kilogramme, due in ten days. As 
time went on the mint authorities.

4 by successive decrees, postponed the due 


date of the vouchers until, in 1876, those 
who carried silver to the mint for coin- 
age were compelled to wait no less than 
nineteen months for cash payment. The 
amount of discount on each voucher in- 
creased accordingly. In 1876 the mint 
closed its doors to silver, and then the 
real fall of. the metal began: 

These are the facts, briefly stated, 
of the beginning of the fall of silver. 
These facts are known to every inquirer 
whose selfish interests do not invite him 
to close his eves to them. 

There is arfother fact of equal import- 
ance that should not be lost sight of in 


- ‘the serious discussion of this great ques- 


tion which the country is now entering 
upon. Bimetailists do not contend that 
the coinage of gold and silver at the 


4 4 open mints will prevent a rise in the 


too valuable to circulate as money, or 
some other nation may fix a ratio which 
will cause it to be imported. But when 
one of the metals ceases to circulate, for 
the reason that it becomes more valu- 
able than the price fixed by the ratio, 
the other metal that has remained 
steady takes its place. ‘This serves to 
lessen the demand for the dearer metal, 
and tends to eall it back into circulation. 
Ignorant writers say that this country 
was on a silver basis from 1792 to 1834, 
and then on a gold basis; but the mints 
were open to both metals, and the people 
had bimetallic prices. - Neither business 
nor any indusivrial investment was dis- 
turbed by the export of gold up to 1S34, 
or the export of silver thereafter. 

Roth events showed the power of the 
I’reneh mint, for from 1808 to 1874, gold 
and silver were interchangeable’ the 
world over at a ratio of 154% to 1. We 
made our ratio 15 to 1, in the first place, 
and France drew our gold; we made it 
16 to 1, in the second place, and Irance 
drew our silver; and this last drain was 
so important to the people that some 
remedy had to be provided. Instead of 
fixing our ratio at 15% to 1, congress was 
induced to decrease the amount of sil- 
ver in the fractional parts of a dollar to 
prevent the export of those coins.

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What Can Bourke Cockran Do? 

If the New York papers were really 
honest in pronouncing judgment upon 
the speech of Mr. Bryan, delivered in 
Madison Square Garden last week, the 
big meeting which the goldbugs of 
that city are planning for next Thurs- 
day evening seems to be altogether su- 
perfiuous. 

At that time Hon. Bourke Cockran 
will undertake to answer the speech of 
Mr. Bryan. Ip getting ready for what 
he is pleased to anticipate as the great- 
est effort of his life, Mr. Cockran has 
quit his law office and retired to the 
privacy of Ifis elegant home in New 
York. Surrounded with such literature 
on the money question as he has been 
able to collect, with the assistance of 
friends and political allies, he has put 
his genius to work in the preparation of 
a most elaborate speech and does not 
intend to emerge from his retirement 
until his oratorical tank is filled to over- 
flowing. 

Such a spectacle as the Irfsh orator 
presents in getting ready for his great 
effort next Thursday evening is indeed 
interesting. With the mercury at 0S 
degrees, however, and his outer gar- 
ments peeled off in order to make him 
feel as cool as possible, the task is any- 
thing eise but agreeable to the orator 
himself. If left to his own inclinations, 
Mr. Cockran would not be thus em. 
ploved. Nothing but the force of some 
irresistible influence brought to bear 
upon him from some external source 
could induce a man of his avoidupois to 
hammer away on a speech at this sea- 
son. | 

Between the criticisms which the New 
York papers have passed upon Mr. 
Bryan's speech and the fever’ of per- 
spiration which the Irish orator has 
worked himself into, in getting ready to 
reply to it, there is a glaring inconsis- 
tency which no amount of reasoning 
can possibly reconcile. If Mr. Bryan's 
speech was only a tiresome string of 
shallow sophistries, why is it necessary 
for the New York goldbugs to put up 
a man with instructions to riddle it? 
If the speech was not without some ora- 
torical effect, at least, why put up a 
man who hus long enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being the foremost orator in 
New York. 

Supporting their bold expressions with 
such a timorous and uneasy faith, these 
New York papers can hardly expect the 
publie to put much faith in their eriti- 
cism of Mr. Bryan's speech when they 
do not even believe what they say them- 
selves.

Bryan would indeed be a much 
smaller man than he is, mentally, if he 
could not answer any argument which 
Pourke Cockran could possibly make and 
answer it in such a manner as to put a 
quietus upon his silver tongue forever, 
so far as a repetition of such ridiculous 
reasoning {is concerned. 

After Mr. Cockran has had his say in 
Madison Square Garden, Mr. Bryan will 
return to the metropelis and pay his 
respects to the Irish orator. There will 
be no manuscript to embarrass his ef- 
fort on this oceasion, and the speech 
Which the democratic nominee will de- 
liver on his return to New York will be 
of such a magnetism as to satisfy every 
doubting Thomas in the metropolis. 

Mr, Cockran may have forgotten the 
last time he was pitted against the dem- 
ocratic nominee. From the same plat- 
form, two or three years ago, thev both 
addressed the democrats of New York, 
and both orators were at their best. In 
the reports which came out next morn- 
ing, however, there was not a paper in 
New York which did not award the 
palm to Mr. Bryan, declaring at the 
same time that he would make his mark 
in American politics. :

Mr. Dana as an Anarchist. 

The readers of The Constitution nre 
perhaps acquainted with the attitude 
of The New York Sun toward the dem- 
ocratic party and its platform. Ae- 
cording to the present views of Mr. 
Dana, the democratic platform is an 
anarchistic document, and the men who 
Support it anarchists, repudiators and 
demagogues. 

Not so very long ago Mr. Dana was 
earnestly supporting the late General 
B. I’. Butler for president on a green- 
back platform. About the same time — 
a little earlier or a little later—Mr. Dana 
was an ardent believer in the remon- 
etization of silver, and the editorial col- 
umns of The Sun fairly bristled with 
demands for that reform. But now 
Mr. Pana’s paper, having fallen eom- 


| pletely under the control of the money 


thorne. Later his enthusiasm carried 
his democratic views farther than gen- 
uine democracy has ever purposed to 
go. When thirty years of age he be- 
came deeply interested in the writings 
of M. Proudhon, the French anarchist, 
and wrote for The New York Tribune, 
of which paper he was then managing 
editor, a series of essays in defense of 
the French anarchist’s scheme to found 
a people’s bank. ‘These have now been 
gathered in pamphlet form by Mr. Ben- 
jamin R. Tucker, a disciple of Proudhon, 
and they make very interesting reading. 

Resenting the criticism that had been 
passed upon the violence of the French 
revolution, he said: 
The history of the past and the exam- 
ples of the present instruct us that the 
privileged and powerful, by 
name they are called,.do not yield their 
privileges except as they are compelled. 
When will Russia lay aside the preten- 
sion to dictate darkness and dspotism 
to Murope? When she is compelled. 
When will the bourgeoisie consent to 
live by their own labor and not by the 
labor of otherS? When they are com- 
pelied. How can that compulsion be ex- 
ercised?.‘In a free state through the 
ballot and the independent action of the 
people under the influence of ideas, How 
shall states be made free, so that ideas 
and the people may act? Hitherto Prov- 
idence has freed them by revolution, nor 
is it apparent that other means are now 
to be employed. It may be that the day 
of revolutions is past, but, if so, why 
are they there is such abundance? Let 
others give aid and comfort to despots. 
Be it ours to stand for liberty and jus- 
tice, nor fear to lock arms with those 
who are called hot heads and dema- 
gogues, when the good cause requires. 
It willbe observed that Mr. Sana’s 
real views are far different from those 
that are expressed in his newspaper 
since it became the organ and tool of the 
money power. While he protested 
against the criticisms leveled at the 
violence of the French revolution, he 
Saw that in a republic such as ours the 
people always have a remedy for the 
evils wrought by capitalistic combina- 
tions, the remedy being the ballot and 
the independent action of the people un- 
der the influence of ideas. But now, 
when the people have organized just 
such a movement, Mr. Dana is found 
denouncing it as anarchistic! 

We leave Mr. Dana to reconcile the 
beginning of his career with its clos- 
ing hours. 
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Breckenridge Opposes Bryan. 

While the democratic party is making 
an urgent appeal to all democrats in 
this campaign, there are some men 
whose support can be more readily 
spared than others. 

Colonel W. C. P. Breckenridge, of 
Kentucky, is among ‘this number. 
Though a man of recognized ability and 
a speaker whose clarion voice has often 
electrified the people of the Bluegrass 
State, his power to harm the cause 
which he opposes is no langer dreaded. 

There was a time when the eloquence 
of Colonel Breckenridge was reckoned 
as a most indispensable factor in the 
Kentucky campaigns, but that time is 
the property of the past; and while per- 
chance it may be revived again in the 
future, it cannot be denied that his 
power is dead in Kentucky, at least 
for the present. 

Though possibly Colonel Breckenridge 
might not have injured the cause of 
bimetallism by espousing it with his 
eloquence, it is certain that he can do 
it no harm by throwing against it the 
weight of his influence. . 

The announcement, therefore, which 
comes from Kentucky, to the effect that 
Colonel Breckenridge will not support 
Pryan and Sewall, creates no alarm 
whatever in the democratic camp, but 
is rather received by democrats with 
cordiality and self-congratulation. 


The Democratic Test, 

A correspondent sends us a _-letter in 
which he refers to the claim of Mr. 
Watson, that the democrats have stolen 
the populist platform. Our friend also 
complains that many gold standard men 
who have once been democrats make 
the same claim. 

The matter is hardly worth noticing, 
for it makes no difference who formu- 
lated the policy of the free coinage of 
silver, so long as the policy is right and 
democratic. But the truth as the 
people know, the democratic party in 
congress and in all the democratic states 
had placed itself behind the movement 
for the restoration of silver long before 
the Farmers’ Alliance was organized and 
long before the populist party was 
dreamed of. 

So far as Mr. Watson is concerned, it 
is a matter of history, and very recent 
history at that, that he was disposed to 
turn his blind side to the movement in 
favor of the free coinage of silver. 
When he first ran as an independent 
candidate he made various speeches in 
which he belittled, as far as he could. 
the effects of silver restoration. He 
made a calculation to show that even 
if the mints were opened to silver the 
relief the people would experience would 
be very small indeed, and he offered as 
& substitute the sub-treasury plan or 
something of that sort. 

Now the only reason why Mr. Wat- 
son belittled the policy of silver restora- 
tion was because it had been made a 
Vital principle of democracy in con- 
gress‘and in every democratic state. He 
Shrank from carrying any democratic 
baggage out of camp with him. 

tut those leaders who 
the party for the purpose of forming 
a new organization found the people so 
sincerely in favor of the restoration of 
silver that they were compelled to in- 
corporate it in their new platforms in 
order to make any showing at the polls. 

These things, as we have said. are 
hardly worth referring to now.

Basing his calculations upon every 
one hundred deaths among clergymen, 
he has found for example that physi- 
cians whose province it is to stay the 
hand of disease, outnumber clergymen 
on the death roll by a ratio of 202 to 
100,

ferent occupations, Dr. Wells has con- 
structed the following table:

How does a man feel who is smitten with 
what is called sunstroke? During the past 
week New York has had a large number of 
partial victims in additions to those on 
whom the effect of the sun’s heat has been 
fatal. One of these partial victims, Frank 
McCoy, tells the following story: 

“I was standing on the street corner about 
2 oclock in the afternoon. My pulse had 
been high all day and I was more or less 
oppressed by the humidity. A great many 
deaths had occurred in the morning and on 
the day before, and I thought the best 
thing for me to do was to keep cool. I 
drank a great quantity of ice water and per- 
Spired freely. All the time, though, my 
tongue was getting very dry. I1 could not 
Keep my mouth cool. 

“I drank no liquor because I feared it 
would make me hotter than I was. About 
1:30 o’clock my head began to throb and it 
seemed just as though it would burst. My 
tongue got heavier. A feeling of exhaus- 
tion gradually passed over my whole body, 
and 1 grew weaker and warmer. 

“Suddenly I felt my skin cracking on my 
skull. I thought a thousand pounds had 
dropped right on top of my head and then 
a wave of terrible heat swept over me, and 
I put my arm out to steady myself. That 
is all I can remember. The next thing I 
knew I was here in the hospital, and they 
were taking me out of a cold bath. They 
put me in at 2:00 o’clock and took me out 
at 3:30. Since then I have been very weak 
and the shock has dulled my head a little.” 

McCoy’s statement was the most complete 
of several that were given. Others could 
not remember when they began to feel bad- 
ly, but McCoy was conscious of his condi- 
tion almost two hours before he was picked 
up and taken to the hospital. 


A story of how a forgotten shot came 
back to a hunter was recently told by one 
sportsman to another on a train bound 
from New York to the Adirondack moun- 
tains. Four years ago a New Yorker took 
down his small caliber rifle from the rack 
on which it had hung ever since the pre- 
vious fall, cleaned it and the next day took 
it on a deer hunt to the Moose river re- 
gions of the Adirondacks. He got to camp 
and the next day took his stand at the 
natural dam runway. A deer came in, a 
small buck, and two shots were fired at it, 
one of which drew a little blood. The trail 
was lost and the deer forgotten in the suc- 
cess that attended the next day’s hunt. 

Last spring the sportsman was talking 
with a woodsman about hunting experi- 
ences and the woodman showed him a bul- 
let, battered by the force of its impact. 
In the head of the bullet was the mark of 
a knife blade. In spite of its battered condi- 
tion the New Yorker identified it as the one 
he had fired at the small buck four years 
before. He had cut a grove in the bul- 
let’s flat point to make it spread well should 
it hit a deer. 

The woodsman told how he found the bul- 
let two years ago in the spring. lt was 
lying on a flat rock a mile from the natural 
dam as if someone had laid it there. It 
was evident that the wounded deer had fled 
and died back in the woods. Its carcass 
had been torn by wood creatures, its boOnes 
gnawed by mice, and the bullet had fallen 
on the rock, borne there by some fox, per- 
haps, since it was a good table. The New 
Yorker bought the bullet for a dellar, and 
it how hangs on the rifle that fired it.

There are not many men whose 
time is so fully occupied. He has been a 
hard worker since he was put to businesg 
at sixteen, after receiving such education 
as he could obtain in the common schools.”

Judge Hines gave reply in writ- 
ing, stating that it would be impracticable, 
and it is said proposed that the republicans 
Should take two places on the populist 
electoral ticket. 

For this act of bad faith upon the part of 
the populists there is bitter animosity 
against their ticket. This opposition was 
apparent and was intensified and well pro- 
nounced when the Malone resolution was 
introduced. 

An Address to the People. 

The result of the day’s session was pre- 

pared in the form of an address which is 


' issued to The republicans of the state. This 


was prepared during the afternoon by a 


, committee of seven and submitted to the 


general committee at 7 o’clock last evening. 
The afternoon was spent in the prepara- 
tion of the address. The full statement is 
as follows: 
“Address to the Republicans of Georgia— 
The republican state central committee of 


| Georgia having met to consider the policy 


of the party in the coming campaign, and 
with reference to nominating 
house 
Officers, respectfully submit the following 
acdress to the republican voters of Geor- 
gia: 

“Some months ago it was expected that 
arrangements for fusion with the populists 
in the state election would be made, by 
which we could unite upon a common 
ticket, where each party would be fairly 
Fepresented. Such .an alliance in state 
matters and upon state issues only could 
have been consistently made and would 
have been very advantageous to both par- 
ties, as it would have assured sutcess in 
the election. 

“These expectations have not been real- 
ized. The populists have helé their state 
convention, and having decliued to unite 
with us upon a ticket, no fusion can now 
be accomplished. 

“It remains now to be determined 
whether our party shall put outa. state 
ticket, or by not doing so leave its mem- 
bers free to act independently between the 
populists and democratic candidates, and 
in accordance with their individual and 
local interests. The latter course, under 
ordinary circumstances, would tend to 
break up our party organization and di- 
minish the spread and growth of the prin- 
ciples we advocate as essential to the 
welfare of the country. In the present 
year, however, we can promote these ob- 
jects equally well in the presidential and 
congressional elections, where, under the 
national issues now presented to the pro- 
ple and the breaking up of the old party 
lines, we Mave a fair show of success. 

“In the state election no one will claim 
that we can possibly elect any candidates 
we may run independently. The only 1éa- 
son for running such candidates would be 
the strength it would give and the ad- 
ditional votes it would bring to our eec- 
toral and congressional tickets. Uniess it 
can be clearly shown, however, that ttis 
would be the result we ought neither to 
waste our time in useless efforts, nor ccm- 
pel our leading men, who are, we find, 
reluctant to accept these nominations, to 
make unnecessary sacrifices. 

“The mecessary expense of folding a 
convention for nominating these officers 
are' very large, and the additional cam- 
paign expenses will be much more. The 
amount thus expended would greatly aid 
our efforts in the presidential election and 
if concentrated in any doubtful districts 
would insure us a republican congressman. 

‘“‘After a careful consideration of all the 
conditions of the present political situation, 
this committee is of the opinion that the 
nominaton of a state tcket for this year 
will tend to weaken, ‘rather than add 
strength to our party, and that, therefore, 
the call of a state convention for that 
purpose is unwise, an unnecessary expense 
and a waste of time, that can be better 
devoted to the discussion of national is- 
sues and an active canvass for the Novem- 
ber elections, 

“In the state election our’ republican 
friends are left free to act as their indi- 
vidual judgment may dictate, and to form 
such alliances as may best promote their 
local interests and increase their vote in 
the national elections. 

“We respectfully advise them to con- 
centrate their energies upon the election 
of republican members of congress and 
the presidential electors selected by this 
committee, and to unite and co-operate 
with all persons who believe in protection 
and sound money, and who do not sym- 
pathize with those anarchistic principles, 
which pervade the democratic and popu- 
list platforms. 

“By this method we confidently believe 
we can more fully maintain in its integrity 
our party organization, and bring out, 
where it will be mrost effective, the largest 
possible republican vote. 

‘“‘We heartily indorse the republican na- 
tional platform and recommend the im- 
mediate formation of McKinley and Ho- 
bart clubs throughout the state and the 
most thorough organization of our forces. 

“We recommend that as the labor of the 
supreme court of this state is beyond its 
capacity as at present constituted, the 
republicans of Georgia vote for the adop- 
tion of the proposed amendment of the 
constitution increasing the number of the 
judges of the supreme court. 

‘‘In state issues, we recommend that the 
republican voters use every effort to se- 
cure the election of members of the legis- 
lature pledged to prison reforms and en- 
tire change in our present penitentiary 
system; to securing free and fair elections; 
to the increase of our free school facili- 
ties; to thé suppression of lynch*law, by 
empowering the governor to remove all 
sheriffs within winose jurisdiction such 
crimes are committed and muking the 
county liable in the sum of $5,000 for the 
benefit of the legal heirs of the victim, 
and to securing equal accommodations for 
equal fares upon all railroads and that 
where equal accommodations are not fur- 
nished, first and second-class fares shall 
be charged. ;

Mr. Frank Potts, Mr. George 
Cassin, Mr. W. D. Smith, Mr. M. G. Parker, 
Mr. George 8S. Brown and Colonel L. 4. 
Rosser, representing fhe seven wards of 
the city, respectively. 

The primary is now less than ten days 
off and the sub-committee will select the 
men to have charge of it. All memberd of 
the committee say thaf the best men who 
will consent to serve will be selected and 
that the voters will be given a fair electiorm 
It is not expected that there will be any 
conflict in the committee when it meets 
this morning? 

The candidates for the different offices 
started out early yesterday morning for 
the last few days of work and during the 
day they saw many of the voters. The 
campaigw is a lively one and the contest- 
ants are straining every point to carry the 
election their way. 


Saloon Men To Take a Hand. 


A significant feature of the primary which 
has escaped general attention is that the 
Liquor ealers’ Association proposes to 
take a hand in the coming election. The 
association will not support any candidate 
for mayor or the general council who will 
not first pledge himself to vote t@ extend 
the hours in which saloons may be Kept 
open. 

The saloon men are now required to close 
at 10 o’clock at night. They say that it is 
an injustice to them and discriminative 
against their line of business. They cite 
the fact that they are required to pay a 
very heavy license fee—$1,000 per year—and 
say that they are overburdened. They 
claim that the saloon men pay $100,000 into 
the treasury of the city every year and that 
they should be treated with more considera- 
tion. The association has decided to vote 
and work for men who will vote to allow 
the saloons to keep open unt midnight. 


Candidates Must Agree in Writing. 


Several days ago Mr. C. P. Johnson, pres- 
ident of the Liquor Dealers’ Association, 
caused an advertisement to be inserted in 
one of the papers stating that candidates 
for mayor and council who would vote to 
allow the saloons to keep open until mid- 
night would be supported by the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association if the candidates 
would send their agreement in writing to 
Mr. Johnson. Little is being said about the 
matter. but it is said that a number of the 
candidates have communicated with Mr.

eather Forecaster Says That Condi- 
tions Are Favorable for Relief 
from Heat and There May 
Be General Rains in 
the Near Future. 


Forecaster Marbury’s weather reports re- 
ceived yesterday from all sections of the 
country indicate that cooler weather is in 
store for the entire union. The news will 
have an important bearing on the cotton 
situation, which is the thing of most vital 
interest in the south at this time. 

The Constitution has spared no pains to 
present detail all the news obtainable 
about the cotfon crop and the weather con- 
ditions since the disastrous hot wave first 
spread over the country, The cotton mer- 
ket is now being governed to a large extent 
by the climatic conditions, which have 
been unusually unfavorable during the past 
three weeks, If relief is on the way, as 
promised, it will not come a whit too s«on. 
, The state commissioner of agriculture, 
Mr. Nesbitt, stated yesterday that he be- 
lieved the damage to the cotton crop 
from the heat and drought amounted to at 
Jeast JS per cont. This statement was made 
by the commissioner after a vareful in- 
vestigation of all official reports received 
at his office, and after a personal inspec- 
tion of the growing crop in nearly all parts 
of the state.

A conservative estimate of the crop for 
this year places it at a little more than 
3,000,000 bales. The original estimate went 
above 10,000,000 bales, and some prophesied 
that the yield would amount to 11,000,000.

Hoffman Again Declines. 

Again, Mr. Haines wrote and suggested 
a physical apportionment of the business. 
Mr. Hoffman declined again, and again 
made the reply that the Southern was 
aiming an attack on the Bay line. 

“It is evidently the intention of the 
Southern to force a fight and a demorali- 
zation of rates or they would not take the 
proposed action, as it is unnecessary for 
their business and against their real in- 
terest, if they intended to work in peace 
with their neighbors.’ 

On February 7th of this year President 
Samuel Spencer, of the Southern, wrote 
to Mr. Hoffman, asking if the latter had 
considered the proposition nrade to» him 
at a conference held at the residence of 
Mr. Charles D. Fisher, in Baltimore, rela- 
tive to a consolidation of the two steamer 
lines by an appraisement of the value of 
the two lines or by arbitration through 
disinterested parties. This consolidated 
line, Mr. Spencer proposed, should be in- 
dependent and serve all rail lines impar- 
tially. 

President Hoffman, in reply, stated that 
he did not think it would be possible to 
carry out Mr. Spencer’s idea of a con- 
solidation of the Bay line and the York 
River line, but he added: 

“In the Interest of peace and harmony, 
as well as maintenance of revenue, if you 
will pardon me I would suggest that if 
vou are not willing to trust the business 
you may desire to do between Baltimore 
and Norfolk to the fairness of the Balti- 
more Steum Packet Company, that the 
Merchants and Miners’ Transportation 
Company, Which have now a daily line 
between Baltinrore and Norfolk, 
and are not in any way connect- 
ed with any rail line and are now 
your connection from Boston and Provli- 
dence, would no doubt gladly do the busi- 
ness for you, and without disturbing the 
entire situation, which an another unneces- 
sary line would do. 

Mr. Spencer answered at length. He 
stated that the Southern had in mind two 
essentials condittons: 

First, that its business out of Baltimor 
for the south should aot be carried de 
the bay by a line controlled by a compet- 
itor. 

Second, that the existing investments of 
the Haltinvore, Chesapeake and Richmond 
Steamboat Company in terminals and equlp- 
ment shall in some way be protected 
against destruction or serious loss. 

The Business on the Bay. 

By far the largest part of the business 
which any line could do for the Southern 
on the bay Would be traffic, which had 
been built up by the Southern ahd its pre- 
decessors, and for the accommodation of 
which large investments had been made 
in boats and wharves. The proposition in 
regard to the Merchants’ and Miners’ was 
not attractive to Mr. Spencer, unless that 
company would agree to absorb the South- 
ern’s Woats and wharyes. The Merchants 
and Miners would be a neutral line, he 
pointed out, while the Bay Line would be 
friendly to the Seaboard. The chief part 
of the Southern’s water line traffic would 
be the through business, said Mr. Spencer, 
and it would simply be transferred from 
one water terminal to another. He declar- 
ed that there would be no disturbance of 
rates by the Southern until after a dis- 
turbance by some other line. 

Mr. Hoffman wrote that the Bay Line 
might take the new ship Atianta, which 
the Southern was building, in the event 
the Merchants and Miners should absorb 
the other boats. [hen follows some corres- 
pondence between Traffic Manager Whitney, 
of the Merchants and Miners, and President 
Hoffman, and for a time along in March 
there was a prospect that the Merchants 
and Miners would buy the York rivet 
line’s outfit, but that fell through. Mr, 
Spencer again wrote to Mr. Hoffman and 
assured him that the Southern hai no.in- 
tention of making an attack on the Bay 
lire by transferring its steamers from 
He said thar 
it was necessary in the economical opera- 
tion of the Southern’s system, 

Mr. Hoffman, replying, reiterated his be- 
lief that the Southern contemplated an al- 
tack on the Bay Line, and said: 

“You must assume the responsibility of 
the demoralization and loss of revenue to 
all lines which must follow su¢n course.” 

Mr. Hoffman added: “The proposed Ine 
cannot, by any possibility, pay you, while 
it can only tend to destroy the revenue 
of others so long as it continues to run.” 

Following this, Mr. Hoffman writes to 
Vice President Frank Thomson, of the 
Pennsylvania, telling him of the situation. 
Mr. Thomson answered that if there Was 
anything which he could do to bring about 
peace he would be glad to do it. 

On June 29th, of this year, Major Henry 
Fink wrote to Mr. Hotfman 
sugges‘*ng a compromise. Major 
Fink proposed a pool of the Bay line 
business, but Mr. Hoffman declined to en- 
teriain a proposition to divide the business, 

On July 15th Mr. lloffman de- 
manded of the York river line 
a forefeit of $75,000. Mr. Hoffman said that 
it had long before been agreed between the 
two steamer lines that if either company 
encroached on the territory of the other, 
the aggressor should pay a forfeit. Mr. 
Foster said that the agreement had been 
canceled years before. 


An Appeal to Pierpont Morgan. 

On June 29th Mr. Hoffman wrote to Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, appealing to him to 
interfere and prevent the establishment of 
the new line from Norfoik. Mr. Hoffman 
stated that the Southern -had paralleled the 
Seaboard from Raleigh to Portsmouth, and 
he charged that the Southern was trying 
to break up the Seaboard’s friendly con- 
nection with the Cape Fear and Yadkin 
Valley road. 

“The recent action of the Southern, I am 
confident, has been strongly disapproved by 
all other lines, unless it would be the At- 
lantic Coast line, who have been inimical 
to us since the old days of the Southern 
Security Company. : 

“You have it in your power to check 
the aggressive policy of the Southern rail- 
way. The Seaboard Air-Line desires peace, 
but its rights must) be protected. We are 
able to defend ourselves, and, unless the 
Southern railway should cease its attacks 
on our revenue, we will do so.” 

Mr. Morgan, replying, says that it had 
beeen the intention of the old Richmond 
and Danville to change its water terminus 
to Norfolk, but was prevented by financial 
troubles. Mr. Morgan denied that the 
Southern had paralleled the Seaboard from 
Raleigh to Norfolk, and said _ that the 
Southern had simply made use of the Nor- 
folk and Carolina road, in which it held a 
large stock interest, and tke Atlantic Coast 
line. with which it had a traffic arrange- 
ment. The reason for making this change 
of route was the cheaper cost of handling 
trains over the low grades by Selma. When 
ihe Southern’s freight. was diverted from 
West Point to Pinner’s Point for economical 
reasons, there was no longer any neces- 
sity to run beats to West TPoint, said Mr. 
Morgan. He thought that Mr. Hoffman 
was under a misapprehension in regard to 
the Cape Fear ard Yadkin Valley. 

Continuing, Mr. Morgan says: 

“Let me remind you briefly that whatever 
differences have existed in late years be- 
tween your system and that of the Rich- 
mond and Danville, arose from the fact 
that your company, which was theretofore 
a local comeany in Virginia and North 
Carolina, deliberately set to work, in the 
vear 1890, and paralleled the Richmond and 
Danville all the way to Atlanta. At that 
time the total Hines of the company were 
about 650 miles, including all branches. 
This paralleling involved the construction 
of 277 miles of new main line, and its only 
possible result was to secure business which 
theretofore had belonged to the Richmond 
and Danville. Since this was done ‘ne 
Richmond and Danville and Southern he ec 
really maintained a very passive attltude, 
seeking simply to develop business which 
remained to them: to bring about meaius of 
hauling it with the utmost economy, and 
to put themselves in a position where they 
could defend themselves if further attacked. 
The Southern has at. all tim@s sought to 
maintain rates. Let me further remind you 
that when you cut passenger rates in two 
a year or so ago, the Southern did not 
foliow, but rigidly maintained the old rates,

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Judge Simonton Is Exercising ‘Sublime 
Patience’ in the Hearing. 


QUESTION OF JURISDICTION 


Judge Watts, Yor the Defense, Argues 
That the Court Has None. 


COLONEL HENDERSON FOR THE SOUTHERN 


It Appears That His Road Takes No 
Position on the Question—Mr. 
Alex King To Speak Today.

Greenville, S. C., August 17.—(SpeciaL)— 
This has been a day entirely of arguments, 
Judge Simonton intimated that he wished 
to have the matter of jurisdiction fully dis- 
cussed and the lawyers have taken that in 
its fullest sense and are discussing all the 
phases of the rate war between the South- 
ern and the Seaboard, both as to its genesis 
and as to its present status. 

While on the matter of the origin of the 
case, Mr. Smythe, who brought the action, 
today insisted that it was brought entirely 
by and on the personal responsibility of the 
Port Royal and Augusta railroad and with- 
out consultation with any one else. He stat- 
ed that Mr. Averill prepared the original 
petition in person. The Southern denies 
any connection with the case. 

It is expected that the argument will be 
concluded tomorrow, although there re- 
main the mafn portiong of the arguments 
of Mr. Smythe and Mr. King. The argu- 
ments today were opened by Judge Hen- 
derson, for the Southern. He started out 
by saying that a case with larger interests 
and more far-reaching effects had likely 
never come before the court. Not only was 
it a most important case as to its effects, 
but also on account of the precedent it 
will set. Little authority can be found, be- 
cause there has been but little adjudication 
on such matters, but it is a new case and 
the courts must hew out their own way. 


He commented on the fact that none of the 
principal parties had made any of the af- 
fidavits on which the Seaboard relied. He 
denied that the action had to be brought by 
the attorney general and insisted that where 
an individual had a wrong it does not mat- 
ter who is affected, the courts were open to 
him. He reviewed the case and insisted 
that the Chesapeake bay was open to the 
Southern. The Southern simply acted on 
the defensive throughout the whole matter 
and he thought that there was so much 
irritation with the Seaboard people that 
they would not listen to argument. It was 
all news to him that the Southern owned 
the roads alleged in the Seaboard’s return. 
He introduced a statement which showed 
that by a 35 per cent cut there would be a 
tremendous deficit and argued that this 
showed the folly of suah a cut. The South- 
ern Freight Association was at one time 
good enough for the Seaboard. As to the 80 
per cent cut, he argued that it was defen- 
sive and that if a dog’s tail had to be cut 
off, there was no use to make several 
whacks at it. He outlined the policy of 
the Southern as one that gave speed, com- 
fort and safety. Business competition and 
the existing laws and commissions protect 
the public in rate. 
The Seaboard’s Position. 


Judge Watts took up the argument for 
the Seaboard and in starting out said: “If 
you think anything is wanting to convince 
us of the lack of equity in the bill of the 
complainant, or that this court has no ju- 
risdiction, it would be the argument which 
I .have just listened to from my distin- 
gushed friend. For truly so profound a 
lawyer, so distinguished an advocate, would 
not have been compelled otherwise to have 
delivered to your honor an argument which 
I can say, with all respect, abounded in 
declaration, denunciation and a dissenting 
opinion. Now, sir, I agree with him when 
he says that a more important case you will 
never be called upon to try. This case is, in 
my judgment, one of the first maynitude. 
For a court to take possession of solvent 
corporations engaged in the tegal discharge 
of their own business, and to dictate by 
judicial decree how these corporations shall 
be run is something unheard of.’ Judge 
Watts said that there was no authority for 
the statemént py the Southern that over 
$300,000 of the income of the Seaboard was 
derived from the sale of bonds as charged. 
Hie contended that it was ridiculous to 
speak of the conspiracy when twenty-one 
or twenty-two roads were banded in the 
Southern States Freight Association against 
the Seaboard. He said that the os per cent 
reduction made by the Seaboard was per- 
fectly just and reasonable, if proper conii- 
tions existed in Atlanta, referring to the 
freight associations. He had an elaborately 
prepared argument. citing authorities from 
which he argued that the perpetuation of 
the injunction would destirov all competition 
in the southern country. To grant the pe- 
tition would be to hold that all courts 
have power ahd authority to take posses- 
sion of and manage solvent railroads when 
asked so to do in the interest of competing 
reads. The courts never have and never 
will undertake to regulate commerce, and 
they recognize and appreciate to the fullest 
extent that ours is a government by law 
and not bv injunction. 


Mr. Averill Did It. 


Wr. Smvthe called attention to the fact 
that the Seaboard had filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission a rate sheet to 
take effect at the expiration of the ten days 
granted and that this rate sheet showed a 
classification reducing the rate on tobacco. 

Judge Simonton did not see fit to consider 
the matter. 

Judge Cothran took up the argument of 
Mr. Smythe and insisted that the remedy 
was not full and complete and devoted most 
of his argument to show through corre- 
spondence and otherwise that there was a 
conspiracy between the Seaboard and the 
Bav line. He argued that with such a con- 
spiracy, coupled with the intimidation and 
destructiveness of the Seaboard’s cut, the 
court was perfectly justified in interfering. 

Mr. Smythe gave a history of the litiga- 
tion and said that the suit was brought en- 
tirelv through Mr. Averill and without the 
knowledge or consent of anyone else. He 
said that he was proud of the fact that he 
was a lawver and of the court’s great ser- 
vices for the nvublic, and then proceeded to 
vigorously defend Judge Simonton and the 
court generally against Senator Tillman 
and coattail swingers, as well as against 
the press. The press had gone out of its 
wav to dictate to the court what it shonld 
do and this was entirely gratuitous, so far 
as Senator Tillman is concerned and his 
talkine about ehoking and hanging judges. 
He said that Tillman himself was among 
the verv first to anplv far the verv remedy 
thet he was now censuring. The argument 
will he resumed in the morning. Mr. 
Smythe will conclude and if there he time 
Mr Kine for the Seaboard will *rish un 
the race. There are some who think that 
Tudee Simonton will give 9 verbol decision, 
tn he followed bv a written decision by 
Wednesday evening.

The 
Richmond and Danville leased the Air-Line 
and the Seaboard built to Atlanta to get 
an outlet.
